A special 
car had been fitted up for the trip. 

Hit by a Fast Train, 

They skirted the tracks of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad for 
several miles.

As the caboose 
of the freight passed, Leet, the chauf- 
feur, started the car and got as far as 
the middle of the track, when a pas- 
senger train, running west at about 
miles an hour, struck the automobile.

“As long as we do not fairly discuss 
this matter any .man who goes out of 
this convention with the nomination will 
bear a tainted nomination and _ will 
neither deserve or recéive the support 
of the American people.” 

Wants to Sift Charges, 

“IT do not say that these charges 
are true,” said Hadley. “I sat in that 
committee and know some of them 
are true. But true or false, let us 
meet htem here. Let us see why 15 
members of the committee believe 
these votes fraudulent and void. 

“Just so sure as you neglect to 
meet that question and settle it hon- 
estly, the American people will say 
that you have failed in your duty.

Aisles Soon Clog and Desperate

CHICAGO, June 18. 

Policemen at every corner, at every 
door and in every aisle were the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the scene at the 
Coliseum in the early hours before the 
doors were opened to ticket holders. 

The nervous tension due to general 
expectation of tumulous scenes ‘‘from 
the drop of the hat” at the opening 
of the Republican national convention 
was apparent on all sides. The police 
were as nervous aS anybody else. It 
was difficult even for persons with 
proper tickets, including newspaper 
men, to get into the hall. Assistant 
sergeants-at-arms, doorkeepers, ushers 
and other subordinate officials, were 
so keenly alive to the possibilities that 
their hands trembled as they took tick- 
ets and ushers showed persons to their 
seats with furtive glances about them. 
as if there were something explosive 
just under their feet. 

Along the front row, between the 
body of delegate seats and the platform. 
a solid row of uniformed police, as 
early as 9:30 a. m. sat waiting for—no- 
body knew what. 

Last touches by the carpenters m'n- 
gled with an obligata of hammers and 
a buzz of conversation, were forerun- 
rers of the heavier hammering prom- 
ised when the convention began. 


Band Plays, Crowd Gathers. 
The band was in its place by 9:30, far 


up in its aerie above the gallery at the 
north end of the hall, opposite the plat- 
form. The first notes of its music 
echoed among the steel girders in the 
great hall. By the time the doors were 
opened at 10 o'clock, two hours before 
the convention was to come to order, 
the crowd outside had become pretty 
dense, but the police kept the people 
moving. 

No sound of eloquence, no argument, 
no plausible story of imperative busi- 
ness on that side of the street, was of 
any avgil. Every policeman had to be 
“showh'’—a ticket, the right kind of a 
ticket at the right door. There -were 
Chicago politicians who had not been 
able to get tickets, but who thought 
they had a “pull.” No sort of pull—no 
sort of local pull, at any rate, was of 
any use. 

It hardly seemed possible that the hall, 
huge as it looked, could hold nearly 14,- 


than the total—other. published figures 
to the contrary notwithstanding—that 
the Coliseum will hold as arranged for 
this convention, Seats, platform, press 


benches, aisles and runways, are figured. 


to hold a total of 13,770 persons. This 
total allows for 11,270 in the body of the 
hall, 1990 on the platform, 150 sergeants- 
at-arms, 6500 policemen and 400 mes- 
sengers, ushers and pages. 

Soon after 10 o’clock a thin procession 
of men in plain clothes came in at one 
of the entrances. Assistant sergeants- 
at-arms they were, but the police 
pounced on them as if they were a hos- 
tile army. 

Col. W. F. Stone, sergeant-at-arms of 
the convention, who was tip-toe all 
morning with solicitude for the main- 
tenance of peace and smooth fulfilment 
of orders, had his assistants quickly 
ordered out of the aisles and seats.

Temporary Hospital Installed 
and Doctors and Nurses Are 
Stationed Throughout Hall.

CHICAGO, June 18.—For the first time 
fn the history of Republican national 
conventions, no pictures of the Presi- 
dent hangs in the Coliseum, where to- 
day 1078 delegates from the states and 
territories of the United States met ‘to 
mame a candidate for President and 
Vice-President and to formulate a par- 
ty platform. 

Rough iron work, arching overhead, is 
hidden beneath red, white and blue 
bunting and the galleries are marked 
my lines of mowitain. laurel draped 
about tri-colored shields and more flags, 
except over the main entrance, where 
@ velvet rug of royal purple marks the 
box of Chairman Frederick Upham of 
the local Committee on Arrangements 
and his Chicago sides. 

The chairman’s table, bearing a brass 
plate inscribed to inform all that the 
table was occupied by the chairman 
four years ago when Taft was noml- 
nated, stands about a third of the way 
from the south end of the rectangular 
hall, on a dais. Back of it are the seats 
of the Republican National Committee 
and the space for the “workers” and 
those who helped to finance the gather- 
ing. 

Seata for Newspaper Men. 

At its side are grouped 500 seats for 
newspaper men, where every word its 
heard distincfly and ticked away to 9),- 
000,000 Americans and many times more 
persuns of other lands, who will be 
awaiting the message fo the men at the 
keys. 

In a basement, in addition, the press-

blican states, every one of which 
h repudiated Mr. Taft and his com- 
mitteemen at the primaries held this 
enring. In other words, of the 37 men, 
who in Mr. Taft’s interest robbed the 
overwhelming majority of the Republi- 
can voters of the great Republican state 
of California of their rights, 16 repre- 
sented no Republican electoral vote 
whatever, and 14 represented Republi- 
can states whose voters by overwhelm- 
ing majorities had repudiated the men 
themselves and Mr. Taft also at the

There femain out of 29 only seven 
men, six of these representing states 
where the Republican voters have 
had no chance to express their pref- 
érence for President.

crookedness in the panic-astruck hope 
of strengthening the boss and special 
privilege and thereby raising a pow- 
erful shield to protect their own soft 


They are foolish creatures; the peo- 
ple would never harm them; yet they 
still dread the people. They stand 
with servile acquiescence behind the 
worst representatives of crooked 
business and crooked politics in the 
country, and by speech or by silence 
they now encourage or condone the 
efforts of our opponents to steal from 
the people the victory they have won 
and to substitute boss rule for popu- 
lar rule. Some of these men have in 
the past assumed to be teachers of 
their fellow men in the political mat- 
ters. Never again can they speak in 
favor of a high ideal of honesty and 
decency in political life, or of the 
duty to oppose political corruption 
and business wrong doing; for to do 
60 would expose them to the derision 
of all who abhor hypocricy, and who 
condemn fine words that’ are not 
translated into honorable deeds. 

Cites Those Opposing Changes. 

Apparently these men are influenced 
by a class consciousness which I ha 
not supposed existed in any. such 
strength. .They live softly. Circum- 
stances for which they are not respon- 
sible have removed their lives from the 
fears and anxieties of the ordinary men 
who toil. When a movement is under- 
taken to make life a little easier, a lit- 
tle better for the ordinary man to give 
him a better chance, these men of soft 
life seem cast into panic lest something 
that is not rightly theirs may be taken 
from them. *In unmanly fear they stand 
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against any change, ho matter how ur- 
gent such change may be. They not 
only come far short of their duty when 
they thus act, but they show a lament- 
able short sightedness, 

In this country of ours, no man can 
permanently leave to his descendants the 
right to live softly, and if he could 
leave such a right, it would in the end 
prove to be a life not worth having. —In- 
heritance really worth while which we 
can transmit to our children and to our 
children’s children is the ability to do 
work that counts, not the means of 
avoiding work—the ability for efficient 
effort, not the opportunity for the sloth- 
ful avoidance of all effort. The leaders 
in the fight for industrial and social 
justice today should be men to whom 
much has been given and from whom 
we have a right to expect in return 
much of honesty and of courage, much 
of distnterested and glorious effort for 
the common good. 

“We Are the Benefactors.” 

The multi-millionaire who opposes us 
is the worst foe of his own children and 
children’s children, and, little though 
he knows it, we are the benefactors 
when we strive to make this country 
one in which justice shall prevail; for 
it is they themselves who would in the 
end suffer most if in this country we 
permitted the average man gradually to 
xrow to feel that fair play was denied 
him that justice was denied to the 
many of the privilege accorded to the 
few. 

We who In this contest are fizht- 
ing for their rights of the plain peo: 
ple; we who are fighting for the right 
of the people to rule themselves, need 
offer no better proof of the fact that 
we are fighting for all citizens, no 
matter what their litics, than that 
which is afforded 
that portion of the press which is 
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special interests in business. News- 
papers of this type are found in every 
part of the country, in San Francisco, 
in Cincinnati, in Chicago and in St. 
Louis; in Boston and Philadelphia; 
but they are strongest in New York. 
Some of these newspapers are nomi- 
nally democratic, some nominally Re- 
publican; some nomianlly indepen- 
dent. But in reality they are true on- 
ly to real or fancied interests of the 
great capitalist class by certain eof 
whose members they are controlled, 
Sometimes the interests of this capi- 
talist class are identical with those of 
the country as a whole, and in that case 
these papers serve the interests of the 
commonwealth. Sometimes the interests 
of the capitalist class are against the 
interests of the people as a whole, and 
in that case these papers are hostile to 
the interests of the commonwealth. But 
neither their acting favorable to nor 
their acting adversely to’the interests 
of the commonwealth is anything more 
than an incident to their support of the 

interests to which they are bound. 

Choke Channels of Information. 

The great and far-reaching evil of 
their action is that they choke and foul 
the only channels of’information open 
to so many honest and well-meanins 
citizens. The most prominent representa- 
tives of these papers in New York and 
Massachusetts supported Mr. Parker 
against me in 1904. Mr. Parker was a 
Democrat, but he was entirely satisfac- 
tory to their masters, and for the time 
being they ardently did all they could

There 
ig an element of pure comedy in reading 
in these papers continual lamentations 
about the likelihood of my candidacy 
breaking up the Republican party. They 
themselves did all they could to beat 
the Republican party when they thought 
they could elect Mr. Parker. Now. these 
papers would, readily champion the Re- 
publican party if they could keep Mr. 
Taft as its nominee for President. In 
the past they have not concealed their 
contempt for Mr. Taft and none of 
them regard him in anya way a8 & 
leader. 


The difference between us and 
our present day opponents is as old 
as civilized history. In every great 
crisis of the kind we face today, we 
find arrayed on one side the men who 
with fervor and broad sympathy and 
lofty idealism stand for the forward 
movement, the men who stand for 
uplift and betterment of mankind 
and who have faith in the people; 
and over against them the men of 
restricted vision and’contracted sym- 
pany. whose souls are not stirred 
y the wrongs of others. Side by 
Side with the latter, appear the other 
men who lack all intensity of con- 
viction, who care only for the pleas- 
ure of the day; and also those other 
men who distrust the people, who, 
if dishonest, wish to keep, the peo- 
ple helpless so as to exploit them, 
and who, if honest, so disbelieve in 
the power of the people to bring 
about wholesome reform that every 
appeal to popular conscience and 
popular injustice fills them with an 
angry terror. According to their 
own lights these men are often very 
respectable, very worthy. But they 
live on a plane of low ideals. In 
the atmosphere they create imposters 
flourish and leadership comes to be 
thought of only as success in mak- 
ing money and the vision of heaven 
becomes a sordid vision, and al] that 
is highest and purest In human na- 
ture is laughed at, and honesty is 
bought and sold in the market place. 

Opposed undying to these men are 
the men of faith and vision, the men 
in whom love of righteousness burns 
like a flaming fire, who spurn lives 
of soft and selfish ease, of slothful 
self-indulgence, who scorn to think 
only of pleasure for themselves, who 
feel for and believe in their fellows 
whose high fealty is reserved for all 
that is good, that is just, that is hon- 
orable. By their very nature these 
men are bound to battle for’ the 
truth and the right. They do not ad- 
dress themselvés only to the cultured 
and exclusive few. They prize char- 
acter even more than intellect. They 
know well that conscience ig not the 
privilege merely of the men of wealth 
and cultivation, and they make their 
appeal to all men alike in the name 
of the reat fundamental qualities 
and qualities that every man should 
have, the qualities of @enerosity and 
unselfishness, of fearless honesty and 
high courage. 

What Followers Believe. 

We who war against privilege pay 
heed to no outworn system of philos- 
ophy. We demand of our leadérs to- 
day understanding of and sympathy 
with the living and the vital needs 
of those in the community whose 
needs are greatest. We are against 

rivilege in every form. We believe 
n striking down every bulwark of 
betas Above all we are against 
the evil alliance of special ee ee 
in business with special business in 
politics. We helieve in giving jus- 
tice. To the big man and to the lit- 
tle man, fm all the relations of life 
we pledge justice and fair dealing. 

period of change is upon us. 
Our opponents, the men of reaction, 
ask us to stand still. But we could 
not stand still if we would; we must 
either go forward or go backward. 
Never was the need more imperative 
than now for men of vision who are 
also men of action. Disaster is ahead 
of us if we trust to e leadership 
of men whose souls are seared and 
whose eyes are blinded, men of cold 
heart and marrow mind, who believe 
we can find safety in dull timidity 
and dull inaction. The unrest can- 
not be quieted by ingenious trickery 
or those who profess to advance. by 
merely marking time, or who. seek 
to drown the cry for justice by loud 
and insincere clamor about issues 
that are false and issues that are 
dead. The trumpets sound the ad- 
vance, and their appeal cannot be 
drowned by repeating the warcrys 
of bygone battles, the victory shouts 
of vanished hosts. Here in this city 
of the State of Lincoln I can set 
forth the principles for which we 
today in the words which 
Lincoln used 54 years ago, when in 
speaking of the phase of the eternal 
struggle between privilege and jus- 
tice, between the rights of the many 
and the special interest of the few, 
he said: 

“That is the real issue. That 
is the issue which will continue 
in this country when these poor 
tongues of Judge Douglas and 
myself shall be silent. It is the 
eternal struggle between two 
principles—right and wrong— 
throughout the world. They are 
the two principles that have 
stood face to face from the begin- 
ning of time. The one is the 
common right of humanity, the 
other the divine right of kings. 
It is the same principle in what- 
ever shape it develops itself. It 

same spirit that says 

toil and work and earn 

and I will eat it’ No 
matter in what shape it comes, 

whether from the mouth of a 

king who bestrides the people of 

his nation and lives from the 
fruit of their labor or from one 
race of men as an apology for 

enslaving another race, it is the * 

Same tyrannical principle.” 

Were Lincoln alive today he would 
add that it is also the same principle 
which is now at stake when we fight 
on behalf of the many against the 
oppressor in modern industry, wheth- 
er the abuse of special privilege be 
by a man whose wealth is great or 
is little, whether by the multimillion- 
aire owner of railways and mines and 
factories who forgets his duties to 
those who earn his bread while earn- 
ing their own, or by the owner of 
the foul little sweatshops who coins 
dollars from the excessive and under- 
paid labor of haggard women, 


Basis of His Fight. 

We who stand for the cause of 
progress are fightin to make this 
country a place to ifve in for those 
who have been harshly treated by a 
fate and if we succeed it will also 
be a roan better place for those 
who already are well off. None of 
us can really prosper permanently if 
by abuses our fellows are debased 
and degrated, if they are, ground 
down and forced to live starved and 
sordid lives so that their souls are 
crippled like their bodies and the 
fine edge of their every feeling 
blunted. We ask that those of our 
people to whom fate has been kind 
shall remember that each is _ his 
brother's keeper and that all of us 
whose. veins thrill with abounding 
vigor shall feel our obligation to 
the less fortunate who work wearily 
beside us in the strain and stresg of 
our eager modern life.

Assuredly the fight will Oo on 
whether we win or lose; but it will 
be a sore disaster to lose. What 
happens to me is not of the slight- 
est consequence; I am to be used, 
as in a doubtful battle any man is 
used, to his hurt or not, so long as 
he is useful and is then cast aside or 
left to die. I wish you to feel this. 
I mean it; and I shall need no sym- 
pathy when you are through with 
me, for this fight is far too great to 
concern ourselves about any one 
man's welfare.

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: ne es ae conceivable that any person, 
en one poor baby’s life endan- 
gered for lack of the pure milk neces- 
sary to its saving, would be reluctant 
to contribute the money that would in- 
suré a& “baby’s ration” of healthful 
milk-food to the imperiled little one. 

There is no such soul in all Christen- 
dom, let us hope. 

Nevertheless, as those who are carry- 
ing on the good work of the Pure Milk 
Movement in the tenement districts can 
tell you, there are many days in the hot 
summer time when thousands of baby 
lives are thus endangered—and then it 
is that meney is sorely needed to per- 
form to the fullest the splendid task of 
saving these baby lives. 

Contemplate, for instance, the heart- 
,meving work done by the St. Louis Pure 
Milk Commission during the past year. 

In the full flush of summer’s heat, 
so deadly to the tenement tots unless 
their baby strength can be maintained 
j by pure milk, there were 18 Pure Milk 
Stations kept in daily operation, with 
doctors and nurses in attendance. 

The total number of bottles of pure 
milk handled during the year was 707,- 
660. This meant an average per day of 
1939 bottles, which fed, on an average, 
880 babies daily. 

The largest daily distribution of pure 
milk was recerded one day in July, 
when 263 bottles of pure milk were 
distributed. During this same month 
the daily average distribution of free 
milk reached a total of 2796 bottles, 
which fed, on an average, throughout 
each and every day of July’s deadly 
heat, 614 babies of the poor in the city’s 
crowded tenement districts. 

You have already been told, by the 
official statistics of the St. Louis Pure 
Milk Commission, of the saving of the 
lives of 319 tenement babies, who, but 
for the pure milk thus furnished, would 
surely have died last year. . 

You have been told, too, how at one 
pure milk station alone, the baby death 
rate was decreased from 20 to 4 per cent. 

Well, at all the 18 pure milk stations 
maintained by the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission with the financial assist- 
ance of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund last year, there was 
a decrease from the previous year of 
87 per cent in the death rate of chil- 
fren under ene year of age.

Webster Groves isn’t taking as much 
interest in the Chicago convention as 
might be expected.

Notice that his services were no 
longer required was conveyed to him 
June 3 in a letter from Mayor W. F, 
Biederman, an Independent, who was 
elected last April to serve the remain- 
ing. year of the term of V. O. Saunders, 
resigned. The notice was subject: to 
the approval of the aldermen. 

When the board came to consider the 
notice, A. V. Lashly moved that it be 
approved. The vote was 4 to 4. Then 
Mayor Biederman voted and made it 6 
to 4, whereupon L. A. Steber, an attor- 
ney representing Hodgdon, moved to 
throw out the Mayor’s vote. He read 
from the ordinances to prove that no 
question could be settled except by a 
majority vote of “elected aldermen.”

A defective sense of humor which pre- 
vented Charles J. Anderson, an attor- 
ney, Of 3136A California avenue, from 
seeing the point of such witticisms as 
his wife’s hitting him with a baby’s 
block and picking his pockets, was the 
source of their domestic discords said 
Mrs. Edna A. Anderson, whom he is 
suing for a divorce, to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday. She is employed as 
a physician’s attendant at 321 North 
Grand avenue. 

Anderson filed a petition several weeks 
ago, in which the only allegation was 
‘desertion. This was supplemented Mon- 
day by a second petition, in which more 
than 30 charges were made. Among 
these was a complaint that Mrs. An- 
derson one morning threw a box of 
child’s building blocks, one at a time, at 
his bare feet, and ended the bombard- 
ment by hurling his shoes at him. 

“That charge shows my husband’s 
lack of humor,” said Mrs. Anderson 
with a drawl that was irressistibly 
comic.

“That was another bit of fun which 
my husband could not appreciate,’’ said 
she, her blue eyes shining merrily and 
her handsome teeth all displayed. ‘“‘He 
had a habit of attending conventions 
every few weeks, but always refused to 
take me with him. One of his friends 
suggested that if I would take 5 cents 
from -his poekets every night I would 
finally have enough to pay my own way 
to one of these conventions.

Lincoln did not attend the Chicago 
convention that nominated him for 
President in 1860, nor did jhe attend the 
Baltimore convention that nominated | 
him in 1864 

Douglas did not attend the Charleston 
or the Baltimore convention in 1860, nor 
did McClellan attend the Chicago con- 
vention in 1864. 

Grant did not go to Chicago in 1868, 
nor did he go to Philadelphia in 1872, 
nor did he go to Chicago in 1880 when 
he was a receptive candidate for a third 
term. 

Seymour presided over the Democratic 
National convention held in New York 
in 1868, but he was not a candidate and 
used all possible effort to prevent his 
own nomination. 

Greeley did not go to Cincinnati or 
Baltimore in 1872, and Tilden did not at- 
tend the St. Louls Convention in 1876 

Blaine, who was the leading Repub- 
lican candidate for the nomination in 
1876, did not go to Cincinnati, nor did 
Hayes attend the convention that named 
him for President. 

Garfield was a delegate to the Chicago 
convention fn 1880, but he was not a can- 
didate and was selected as & cOom- 
promise only after the Blaine forces 
and the Grant third-term forces had ex- 
hausted themselves. 

Hancock did not go to Cificinnati in 
1880. Cleveland never went to a Nation- 
al convention, although he was nominat- 
ed in 1884, In 1888 and in 1892. 

Harrison was a delégate to the Chicago 
convention in 1888 and left the hall when 
it became apparent that he Was likely 
to be nominated as a result of the bitter 
feeling among the Sherman, the Gresh- 
am and the Alger delegates. But he did 
not go to Minneapolis in 1892, and Blaine, 
who was opposing him for the nomina- 
tion, likewise refused to go, in spite of 
the appeals of his supporters. 

McKinley did not attend the St. Louis 
convention in 1896, nor the Philadelphia 
convention in 1900. 

Mr. Bryan went to the Chicago con- 
vention in 1896 as a contesting delegate|- 
and was nominated as the result of a 
speech, but he did not go ta Kansas 
City in 1900 when he was an avowed 
candidate, nor did he go to Denver in 
1908. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself did not go to 
Chicago in 1904, and Judge Parker did 
not go to St. Louis. Mr. Taft did not 
g°o to Chicago in 1908 and he is not going 
to Chicago in 1912. 

Mr. Roosevelt, among all Presidents 
and among all the leading aspirants for 
President, is the only one who has ever 
gone to a national convention except as 
a delegate. He is the first to violate 
that rule of presidential dignity, just as 
he is the first President who ever active- 
ly sought aw third term and the first 
President who ever dragged the office 
through the mire of factional politics.

DA M. TARBELL tells the life story 
of Carola Woerishoffer, a girl of 
rich parentage in New York, who

at the age of 26, achieved a great work

In fact, 
those who worked with her had no 
knowledge of her identity. Of this ex- 
perience in the laundry, Miss Tarbell 
writes in the American Magazine: 


‘6 A® she determined to shirk noth-

or mangle or feeding machine at 7:30 
a.m. and whenever the work demanded 
it she stayed on into the night. There 
Were no provisions for seating in the 
long work period, frequently the rooms 
Were practically unventilated, always 
more or less stifling from steam and 
damp. In some places she found neg- 
lect and uncleanliness adding to the 
disagreeable features inevitable in the 
industry. She worked days over un- 
guarded machines where the girls told 
her cynically: ‘You didn’t get burned 
today or yesterday, but you sure will 
some time, everyone does.” That she 
must have often suffered disgust, pain 
and fatigue is certain, but she makes 
no record of it. It is only by accident, 
{nd@eed, that one learns that she was 
conscious that it was a hot summer! 
She is telling in her scrupulous, re- 
rained way of her ventilating provi- 
ons in the different places she worked:

In the meantime the body of men who 
obtained a concession from the Mexican 
Government permitting the holding of 
the big fight at Juarez, Mexico, this 
morning wired Curley, offering to renew 
a previous bid made for the fight and 
expressing their ability and willingness 
to take over the contest if Las Vegas 
could not handle it. 

The matter is still under advisement 
Curley. 

But the question of a fight site is not the 
only fly in the ointment. Tommy Ryan, 
formerly middleweight champion and one 
of the famous trainers and coachers of box- 
ers of the country, quit James Flynn's camp 
yesterday. No reason was given for his re- 
tirement as head man of the Fiynn estab- 
lishment, but it is known that he had 
words with both Flynn and with Curley, 
who is manager of Flynn as well as pro- 
moter of the fight. 

The loss of Ryan is generally believed to 
be due to Flynn's failure to abide his in- 
structions.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Officlals of both 
the National and American leagues have 
begun an investigation of charges’ that 
members of the New York and Brooklyn 
teams have been playing Sunday baseball 
here for semi-professional teams under as- 
sumed names. It is alleged that $150 to 
$250 is paid to the big league stars by the 
semi-professional teams here and in suburban 
towns. 

On several occasions, it is said, star 
pitchers on the pay rolls of the local ma- 
jor league clubs have worked on Sundays 
for as much as $250, only to fail utterly 
when called upon to enter the box the next 
day for their regular employers.

On another occa- 
sion, according to the investigators, a star 
batter, hired for $250 for a semi-professional] 
club, found that the opposing team had a 
pitcher and catcher equally well known in 
organized baseball. The recognition on the 
field was mutual; but In order to fool the 
spectators, the major leaguers, whose names 
were assumed, did not speak.

“You have signed a contract for this 
season and you'll have to play according 
to the terms set down in that docu- 
ment.”’ 

“I’m going home and work in a print 
shop, rather than play for the salary I 
am now getting.”’ 

‘Go as far as you like,” was Bresna- 
han’s parting shot, and that’s where the 
wordy war ended. 

Magee packed his belongings and was 
ready to board a train for Cincinnati 
last night but his teammates prevailed 
upon him to stay with the club.

Magee Ready to Leave, 


Bresnahan says Magee will pay for his 
actions.
